The Cattle Crisis

A Calgary dispatch says that a 
telegram from Premier Meighen 
to the board of trade of that city 
regarding the position of the cat 
tle trade of the West ‘‘caused 
great satisfaction.’’ That is good 

as far as it goes. But it doesn’t 
go very far in causing satisfac- 
tion to the owner of cattle fit for 
market, but unmarketable. It is 
a great thing to be premier of 
Canada. But its greatness is in 
the service rendered; not merely 
in holding the office. There is a 
crisis in the cattle industry of | 
Canada, and especially of the 
West. In April of 1920 farmers 
paid more for hay enough to keep 
their cattle alive for a couple of 
months than the animals are 
worth now on the market. The 
condition is acute. Partly it is a 
world condition—the result of 
exhaustion of the buying power 
of the importing countries of 
Europe. But the world condition 
is accentuated so far as Canada is 
concerned by the Fordney tariff, 
of the United States and the Brit- 
ish cattle embargo. Reciprocity 
in the cattle trade between the 
United States and Canada would 


help some. And the removal of 
the British embargo would also 
help. As the Fordney tariff is 


strictly in line with Hon. Mr. 
Meighen’s own policy for Can- 
ada, he can searcely be expected | 
to exert himself very energetical-| 
ly or suecessfully for its removal. | 
Especially as the party which he 
now leads attained power on its

The life of the present Dominion 
parliament will expire about the 
end of 1922. Whether the general 
election will be held before that 
date, and when, is the subject of 
grave consideration at Ottawa 
and elsewhere. If the government 
can hold its majority through an- 
other session why should there be 
an election before the end of the 
parliamentary term? The signs are 
not favorable now. Something 
might occur in the year that would 
help the situation for the govern- 
ment, The present members are 
sure of another $4,000 indemnity 
if the election is not held. Natur- 
ally they would be inclined to look 
with favor on another session and 
would stifle some of their objec- 
tions on matters of policy for the 
sake of getting hold of the cash. 
It was on the understanding that 
the government majority would 
stand by the government until the 
end, that the indemnity was in- 
creased.
